An estimated three out of every 
hundred children born in Saline 
county are destined to carry one 
of the most tragic of human handi­ 
caps—mental retardation, it was 
pointed out today by Miss Sara 
Nelson, 
president 
of the Saline 
County. Ass’n for Mentally Retard­ 
ed Children. 
This is not peculiar to our com­ 
munity but is a national average. 
Miss Nelson states, as it was re­ 
vealed in October at the National 
Association for Retarded Children 
meeting in annual convention in 
Seattle, Wash. 
The handicap is no respecter of 
income bracket, 
race, color or 
background. It strikes everywhere 
fqom slums to prairie farm houses 
to metropolitan mansions. J. Clif­ 
ford MacDonald, president of the 
National Association for Retarded 
Children, said that in the United 
States alone a conservative esti­ 
mate of those directly concerned 


interfere with a child’s full devel­ 
opment mentally. 
They Can Be Helped 
Until comparatively recent years, 
there was a tendency to feel that 
the mentally retarded, regardless 
of the degree, were “hopeless” and 
they were often hidden away* shun­ 
ned and not permitted to try to 
take a place in their society. To 
day, however, with limitations, it 
bas been proved that given the op­ 
portunity many of the mentally re 
tarded can develop to the utmost 
of their capacity and in the doing 
can lead useful, happy and produc­ 
tive lives. 
A very small percentage — one 
tenth of one percent—of the popula­ 
tion is so severely retarded aa to 
require hour by hour supervision 
throughout their lives. 
As adults, 
they will have the mental age of 
a three year old. Next, about four 
out of every 1000 in our population 
will develop at something less than 
with the problem number some IO > half the rate of a normal child 
million persons — the nearly five 
million afflicted, their parents, bro­ 
thers and sisters. 
What It la 
Mental r e t a r d a t i o n is not 
"caught” as a disease. It is a con­ 
dition of impaired or incomplete 
mental development which dates 
from birth or an early age. Some­ 
times it is difficult to diagnose 
early as its usual symptoms are 
slowness to develop mentally, slow 
speech capacity and reduction of 
social aptitudes. 
There are vast 
differences in types of mental re­ 
tardation ranging from the brain- 
injured, mongoloids# microcephal­ 
ies md hydrocephalics to those be­ 
cause of normal variations in the 
human race fall in the lowest in­ 
tellectual levels. 
But all the men­ 
tally retarded have one character­ 
istic in common—they will need 
soma degree of help throughout 
their lives in their struggle to live 
In society. 
Its Canso 
Unlike 
many 
diseases 
which 
have fallen before research and 
for which cures are known, mental 
retardation cannot be cured: There 
are at least 70 known or suspected 
causes that fall into three general 
categories. 
Those 
before birth, 
during 
birth 
and 
after 
birth. 
Mealies, hepatitis and other dis­ 
eases during pregnancy are known 
aomettinta to eauae mental retard- 
ation among bable*, aa is incom­ 
plete Mood between mother and 
child, such as Rh factor. 
During birth, long and difficult 
labor or very rapM M ivery are 
also known to carry a Higher per- 
centage o f defective children, Also* 
dimout* forcep* delivery or hem­ 
orrhage often eauae injury directly 
or by reducing too oxygea supply 
to the delicate brain of a child, 
After birth, inflammation of the 
brain from whooping cough, chick- 
ca' pox* measles, meningitis, and 
other diseases and occasionally an 
accident such as a blow on the 
head may damage brain tissue and

Aa nubile con­ 
cern and understanding grow, the 
National Association for Retarded 
Children is convinced, so will grow 
the effort to eliminate yet another 
health problem from the genera­ 
tions to come.

IAA President 'Disappointed' 


In Soil Bank Administration 


CHICAGO (Vt—The president of 
Ole Illinois Agricultural Aasn: said 
today he has been “disappointed11 
with some aspect of the adminis­ 
tration of the soil bank. 
President Otto Steffey told the 
IAA’s 42nd annual meeting that 
the program should be “constant­ 
ly improved,11 through better ad­ 
ministration and through amend­ 
ments, lf these are found neces­ 
sary. 
Steffey said in his annual ad­ 
dress that the 1956 experience with 
the program, which was backed 
by the IAA and other ’Farm Bu­ 
reau organizations, does not pro­ 
vide • basis for “evaluating11 it. 
“Frankly,11 he said, “wa hava 
been disappointed with some as­ 
pects of the administration of this 
program to date,11 
Says Department Wasn’t Prepared 
Steffey said the Departmeht of 
State Warm 


Of Fire Threat 


SPRINGFIELD Oh - The State 
Conservation 
Department today 
warned of a grave fire threat in 
southern Illinois wpods and fields 
and reported more than 850 acres 
were burned over in the past few 
days. 
State 
Forester E. E. Nuuttila 
said there was little hope for rain 
or snow to dispel the fire threat. 
Last week’s frost and 
clear 
weather “really set up the woods 
and fields for fires,11 he said. “We 
need all the help we can get both 
in prevention of new fires and in 
fighting the ones now burning.” 
Conservation Department forest- 
ers and volunteers Tuesday wA* 
fighting biases in Perry Counyt, 
west of Carbondale in Jackson 
county, and in Gallatin and Jer­ 
sey counties. 
A Pulaski county fire Monday 
burned 200 acre*. A fire in Gal­ 
latin county destroyed 500 acres 
of timber Sunday. Another In Wil­ 
liamson county burned over IOO 
acres, and 41 acres were burned 
over by three 
smaller fires in 
Franklin county. 
Conservation Director Glen D. 
Palmer said high winds were giv­ 
ing the fires a head start before 
fire-fightinu crew? could go into 
action. 
He urged landowners, 
motorists and huntera to exercise 
increased precaution until the fire 
threat is dissipated. 


Agriculture “was not prepared” 
when the law was passed, and than 
made “conflicting statements and 
frequent changes” in its rules. 
'Farmers were unable to make 
plana based upon definite informa­ 
tion,” he. said. “In the future, the 
department . . . must make its 
plans and the rules and regulations 
known well in advance of the plant 
ing season.” 
Staffey stressed the importance 
of the approaching vote by corn 
belt farmers on two types of corn 
programs. The outcome, he said, 
“may well set the pattern under 
which we will live and farm for 
years to come.” 
He called for vigorous efforts to 
reduce crop surpluses which are 
“hanging over our market and de­ 
pressing our prices.” 
Asks Mere State Funds 
Experience indicates, S t e f f e y 
said, that the surpluses can be cut 
quickly ”if we are willing to pay 
the cost and operate under pro­ 
grams that do not constantly add 
to these stocks.” 
On a state level, Steffey urged 
the state to appropriate an extra 
$750,000 a year for the work of 
home and farm advisers. 
Ibis 
money would replace part of tho 
funds formerly contributed by the 
farm and boma bureaus. 
Steffey decried continued hikes 
in taxes on real estate and per­ 
sonal property, saying the tax bur­ 
den on farmers is nearing “a point 
of intolerance.” 


Rebels to Russia 


VIENNA ftp) — The Hungarian 
Communist radio confirmed today 
that tho Russian* art deporting 
captured freedom fighters to the 
Soviet Union. 
It also was reported that a con­ 
voy of St International Rod Cross 
trucks entered Hungary at Nick 
elsdorf on the Austrian bordar at 
4 p. rn. (I a. rn. CST) with urgent­ 
ly needed medical supplies and 
food for ravagod Budapest. 
The Communist-controlled Buda­ 
pest Radio announcod that rail­ 
road workers had soon trainloads 
of prisoners moving eastward and 
immediately bud gone on strike 
in protest 
The broadcast added that factory 
workers who had gone back to 
Hheir jobs also joined the pretest 
walkout. 
This was the first direct con­ 
firmation from the Reds them­ 
selves that the Russians are ship­ 
ping off their Hungarian prisoners 
—presumably to Siberian 
slave 
labor camps.* 
But it followed 
close on the 
heels 
of reports 
from reliable 
sources in Budapest that Hun­ 
garian fanners blew up a railroad 
bridge 
not far from 
Budapest 
Tuesday and set free 500 insurgent 
prisoners from a Russia • bound 
train. 
According to this report, 
hundreds of notes were thrown wit 
of the train by prisoners and 
were found by farmers along the 
tracks.

SEOUL, Korea 48 — President 
Syngman Rhee said today he had 
placed the Korean armed forces 
ob an emergency alert because of 
inti-Communis1 incidents in North 
Korea that could lead to Soviet 
intervention.

NBW YORK OPI — Women fre 
fluently are accused of being spend­ 
thrifts. But one female financial 
authority aaya the 
gals can be 
downright miserly—when the mon­ 
ey to their own. 
Frtdeborg Cronsoie, a Swedish 
banking executive, said she has 
reached this conclusion from ob­ 
serving women’s spending and sav­ 
ing habits for 30 years. Miss Cron- 
sole, manager of one of the Stock­ 
holm branches of the Scandinavian 
Bank, has been on a visit to the 
United States to observe our bank­ 
ing methods and women’s roie in 


the U. S. economy. 
“American and Swedish women 
have much in common in money 
matters,” she said. 
In both countries, women stock­ 
holders out number men. In both 
countries, women 
control 75 or 
more per cent of consumer spend­ 
ing. In both countries, women’s in­ 
terest in economics is growing rap­ 
idly. 
And, she added, women in both 
countries who get in the habit of 
buying stocks hold onto their pur­ 
chases. 
“Women are not as speculative 


as men,” 
she explained. 
“And 
they’re not the spendthrifts men 
picture them. With some of them, 
you can’t pry a stock loose.” 
Miss Cronsoie, who began her 
banking career 30 years ago as a 
teller, is one of only five women 
bank managers in Sweden, com­ 
pared with some 10,000 women of­ 
ficers in United States banks. 
“But,” she said, “give us time. 
The men eventually will trust us 
with the money.”
